DERIVATIVE  WORDS, 

A  Derivative  is  a  word  that  is  formed  from  some  other 
word,  by  adding  one  or  more  syllables  to  it.  Thus,  from 
the  word  love,  we  have  lover,  loved,  loving,  lovely,  unloved, 
unlovely. 

The  part  thus  added  to  the  end  of  a  word  is  called  an 
affix. 

When  placed  at  the  beginning  of  a  word  it  is  called  a 
prefix. 

The  principal  of  these  affixes  and  prefixes  with  tiieir 
definitions  are  given  in  the  following  tables  :

RULES  FOR  THE  FORMATION  OF  DERIVATIVES. 

1.  Words  of  one  syllable,  and  words  accented  on  the 
last  syllable,  when  they  end  with  a  single  consonant, 
preceded  by  a  single  vowel,  double  the  final  consonant 
before  an  additional  syllable  that  begins  with  a  vowel; 
as,  rob,  robber. 

Exceptions. — X,  z,  and  k  are  never  doubled. 

2.  A  final  consonant,  when  it  is  not  preceded  by  a 
single  vowel,  or  when  the  accent  is  not  on  the  last  syl- 
lable, remains  single  before  an  additional  syllable;  as, 
toil,  toiling  ;  visit,  visiting. 

o.  Words  ending  with  any  double  letter,  preserve  it 
double  before  any  additional  termination  not  beginning 
with  the  same  letter ;  as,  see,  seeing ;  hill,  hilly.

Exceptions. — In  permanent  compounds,  or  in  deriva- 
tive words,  of  which  they  are  not  the  roots,  the  words  full 
and  all  drop  one  I;  as,  handful  :  in  temporary  compounds 
they  retain  both;  as,  all-wise.  When  used  as  a  prefix 
miss  drops  one  s.  , 

$  B- — There  are  other  exceptions  to  some  of  these  rules 
too  numerous  to  be  introduced  into  an  elementary  book 
on  Orthography.  It  is  therefore  left  to  the  teacher  to 
point  them  out,  or  direct  the  pupil  to  such  sources  as  will 
give  him  the  desired  information. 

The  rules  given  above  are  sufficient  to  enable  the  pupil 
to  spell  most  of  the  derivative  words  in  the  language, 
when  he  has  learned  the  orthography  of  the  primitives 
from  which  they  are  derived.
